Reasons for Allowance 

5. Claims 1 and 4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention of the 
independent claim 1 recites a fuel cell stack having a fuel cell with a flow field in fluid communication 
with its inlet and outlet; a vaporized water source in fluid communication with the fuel cell inlet; and, a 
differential pressure transducer repeatedly measuring a differential pressure across the fuel cell's flow 
field during its operation. The set of differential pressure signals measured by the transducer is collected 
by a computer. The computer includes a controller configured to execute logic for determining a root- 
mean-square value from only the collection of differential pressure signals, and control circuitry for 
controlling the vaporized water source in response to that root-mean-square value, where the stack attains 
a steady-state in less than about 100 seconds at a sampling of about 10 Hz or greater. The closest prior art 
of record, DiPicrno Bosco et al. and Eryurek et al., do not teach the limitations as recited in claim 1.
